OUR BABY BLUES 



40 miles 


Couple separated from newborn 


AN anguished mother is having to 
endure a 40-mile separation from 
her newborn baby because of a 
shortage of hospital treatment facili¬ 
ties in Harlow. 

Cara Dedman (29) and her partner have 
to go for days without seeing daughter Tru 
because she is being cared for at a special¬ 
ist unit in Luton after being born nine 
weeks prematurely on April 9. 

To make matters worse, the mother-of-five 
has to rely on other people’s help to make the 
80-mile round trip after their car broke down. 

The situation - caused by a shortage of cots at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra Hospital neo-natal 
intensive care unit - has prompted a call for the 
facility to be expanded. 

Ms Dedman, of Berecroft, fears the separa¬ 
tion could harm her ability to bond with her 
baby. 

“When I was still pregnant with Tru, I was 
admitted to hospital and then transferred to 
Luton because of a shortage of beds,” she said. 
“A few days later I gave birth. I was sent home 
but because Tru was so premature, she had to 
stay at Luton for specialist treatment. 

“Ever since I was transferred to Luton, I have

been trying to get back to Harlow - first to get 
a bed for myself, and now for Tru. The people at 
Luton keep trying but apparently they keep get¬ 
ting told nothing’s available. 

“Before she was born, I had trouble bonding 
with the pregnancy or feeling happy about being 
pregnant so I knew that, when the time came, 
bonding with the baby would be very important. 
But I’ve hardly been able to see her at all.” 

Harlow councillor Lee Dangerfield 
(Conservative) has attempted to intervene and 
said: “The care and commitment of the NHS 
staff is brilliant, but it’s really not on when a new 
mother is cut off from her newborn baby like 
this. We should have the right facilities here in 
Harlow.” 

A PAH spokesman apologised for the situa¬ 
tion and said the neo-natal intensive care unit 
had been under pressure in recent weeks with a 
number of complex cases. 

“We are reviewing the situation in the NICU 
on a daily basis and would hope to bring Ms 
Dedman’s baby to Harlow as soon as possible,” 
he said. 


A fresh financial 
crisis looms for 
Harlow Council 

JUST days before crucial local elec¬ 
tions, Harlow Council has been 
thrown into a new financial crisis. 

Despite passing a cost-cutting 
budget only a few weeks ago, a fresh 
raid on the town's already depleted 
reserves is on the cards because of an 
estimated £119,000 shortfall in last 
year’s non-housing capital pro¬ 
gramme. 

Councillors learnt of the new prob¬ 
lem at the latest meeting of the budget 
and monitoring working party - the 
group resurrected earlier this year as 
a response to the initial £1.8m black 
hole discovered in December. 

The shortfall was originally project¬ 
ed to be £271,000, although officers 
revised it to £119,000 four days later. 

The new funding gap is a surprise 
because all non-essential capital 
spending plans for the year were axed 
after the earlier funding crisis and 
only projects deemed essential for 
legal or health and safety reasons were 
allowed to proceed. 

Any shortfall will have to be 
plugged and the burden will again fail 
on the reserves - the second time they 
will have been raided this year. 

Budget and performance monitor¬ 
ing working party meetings are secret 
but the council confirmed the situation

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Tories 'on track to 
take over in town' 


CONSERVATIVES 
claim they are on track 
to take control of 
Harlow for the first time 
ever when the town goes 
to the polls next week. 

The Tory group - current¬ 
ly the largest party on 
Harlow Council but kept out 
of power by a 
Labour/Liberal Democrat 
alliance - need just four 
more seats to capture an 
overall majority. 

With 10 of the council’s 33 
seats up for grabs and the 
Tories riding high nationally, 
the local party is going into 
Thursday’s poll in buoyant 
mood. 

However, both Labour and 
the Liberal Democrats are con¬ 
fident their record during the 
past year will stand them in 
good stead, despite such major 
controversies as the abrupt clo¬ 
sure of Harlow Pool and dis¬ 
covery of a massive budget 
black hole. 

Labour hopes to excite core 
supporters with a pledge to 
build new council houses for 
the first time in years, as part of 
the regeneration of Prentice 
Place, in Potter Street, and also 
claims to be the only party

committed to keeping weekly 
refuse collections. 

National issues will also be a 
factor, with the furore over 
Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown’s scrapping of the lOp 
income tax rate for low earners 
giving Labour some of its worst 
opinion poll results in years. 

Conservative group leader 
Andrew Johnson said: “There 
is no doubting that we are seri¬ 
ous about our chances and seri¬ 
ous about our manifesto. 

“After 60 years of Labour, 
latterly propped up by the 
Liberal Democrats, this town 
needs fresh ideas and a real 
sense of purpose - not the same 
old tired policies they have 
been serving up.” 

But Tony Durcan, departing 
Labour group leader and joint 
council leader, said he hoped 
voters had the “faith and ambi¬ 
tion” to stick with his party. 

“I truly believe this town is 
shifting forward in a big way,” 
he said. “This town is much 
cleaner, brighter and safer than 
it was two years ago and that’s 
because of the work we’ve 
done.”

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House ordeal is 
making us sick

A RETIRED school caretaker and 
his sick wife are facing the 
prospect of homelessness. 

David Jones (65) left his job as site 
manager for the Spinney Infant and 
Junior schools in February after 24 
years of service. 

As part of the job he was given an Essex 
County Council-owned home next to the 
Cook’s Spinney school and claims he was 
originally given a verbal assurance by a 
Harlow Council officer that he would be enti¬ 
tled to return to a council house on retirement. 

But Mr Jones, who has suffered two 
strokes, and his wife Pat (61), who has recent¬ 
ly undergone a mastectomy following breast 
cancer and also suffers from osteoporosis, 
arthritis, heart problems and cataracts, have 
now been told they must bid for a house like 
everybody else. 

The couple also have to go through an evic¬ 
tion process in court at a cost of £216 - usual 
practice in tied housing moves. 

“We can’t sleep much, and when we do we 
wake up in the morning as nervous wrecks 
worrying about what we are going to do,” said 
Mrs Jones. 

Her husband added: “We shouldn’t be 
going through this now, not at our time of life 
and not with our health.” 


The couple also care for Mrs Jones’ elderly 
mother, who lives close by, and serve as daily 
childminders for their granddaughter. 

“I knew I wouldn’t be able to live here 
afterwards, I knew what I was doing, but I 
have been told since I started bidding for a 
house in August, that there are 800 people 
more needy than us! How can that be?” asked 
Mr Jones. 

“ECC couldn’t care less about loyalty 


either. I didn’t even get a thank-you when I 
retired, just a bill for the court costs and a let¬ 
ter telling me when I had to leave.” 

A Harlow Council spokesman said it has 
asked County Hall to delay the eviction, 
adding the couple have been given a priority 
banding relating to their circumstances. 

A county council spokesman said it may 
not ask Mr Jones for the £216 costs as the sit¬ 
uation is still under review.

this week after the Star was informed by 
opposition councillors. 

A council spokesman admitted: “A fore¬ 
cast year-end funding gap for 2007-08 was 
identified for the non-housing capital pro¬ 
gramme of £271,000. This gap was based 
on the agreed restricted capital spending for 
2007-08 but arose due to a further decline 
in the disposal of assets. 

“If this funding gap arose it would have 
to be met from general fund reserves but 
this would still leave the reserves above the 
council’s minimum level of £1,634,000 set 
for 2008-09.” 

The spokesman added that the forecasted 
shortfall was revised to £119,000 in light of 
“further monitoring information”. 

Conservative opposition leader Andrew 
Johnson said: “The level of incompetence 
in this council is unbelievable. The 
Labour/Lib Dem administration seem to 
learn nothing and forget everything. 

“The reserves are already at their lowest 
permitted level. Goodness knows what else 
will crawl out of the woodwork as the end- 
of-year accounts are prepared.”

MP's aide broke rules 
by doing election work 


MP Bill Rammell’s former assis¬ 
tant has been censured for abus¬ 
ing Parliamentary facilities to 
help Labour in local by-elections 

Ruth Fox, who worked in Mr 
Rammell’s Westminster and 
Harlow offices until earlier this 
year, breached rules by using 
House of Commons email to sup¬ 
port and organise campaigns on 
behalf of Harlow Labour Party. 

The judgement by Parliament¬ 
ary Commissioner for Standards 
John Lyon follows a complaint by 
journalist Daniel Brett, who 
reported Dr Fox for her actions 
prior to by-elections which fol¬ 
lowed the deaths of councillors 
Jack Jesse and Roy Collyer. 

Mr Lyon said Dr Fox breached 
the rules by using Parliamentary 
email facilities, including identi¬ 


fying herself as Mr RammelTs 
researcher, in doing the work. 

A further complaint against Mr 
Rammell, alleging he had used Dr 
Fox’s time for political campaign¬ 
ing, was dismissed after his 
explanation was accepted that she 
did so outside contracted hours. 

Mr Rammell said: “I have 
instructed my staff that no 
Parliamentary facilities, and par¬ 
ticularly no email accounts, 
should be used for political cam¬ 
paigning.” 

Mr Brett said: “I find it hard to 
believe Dr Fox was acting beyond 
Mr RammelTs knowledge. 1 
believe her involvement in local 
campaigning may have been 
encouraged to make up for the 
Constituency Labour Party’s own 
organisational failings.”

A NYBODY who is watched 
by millions on a TV show 
for four weeks might have 
more than an air of arrogance 
about them when the bubble 
finally bursts and they are forced 
to go back to normality. 

Not Simon Smith. The 35-year-old ex- 
Army surveyor turned satellite 
television engineer is happy to return 
to his Harlow home which he shares 
with his partner and 14-week-old 
daughter after being fired from The 
Apprentice last Wednesday night. 

Simon,who back in the 1980s was the 
Harlow Star’s Ranger of the Week, is a 
devoted family man who prides himself on 
trying to provide the best for them (the six 
figure pay packet Sir Alan had on offer 
might have come in handy there). And that 
is what he has vowed to continue to do. 

For anyone who did not see Simon on the 
show, let it be clear. Whatever you may have 
read subsequently about his past and his 
long-forgotten personal problems, he knows 
where he came from. 

An unremarkable upbringing saw him grow 
up in The Chantry, attend Tany’s Dell 
primary school and then move on to Mark 
Hall School. 

He completed a nine-year career with the 
Army during which he served in Bosnia and 
Northern Ireland and he now lives in The 
Downs. 

He is content with life, albeit a little 
disappointed with not winning the show after 
being booted off for failing to make a profit 
as project manager in a photography task. 
“What you saw on that show is what you get 
with me,” he told the Star the day after the 
show was screened. “I wanted that job so 
much and when I realised I wasn’t going to 
get it when we were doing the last task I felt 
really gutted. 

“I just thought ‘get me in the board room 
and fire me now’. I realise that I shouldn’t 
have got so involved taking photos in the 
task because I couldn’t keep an eye on how 
the whole project was going but I don’t 
think I was helped too much by my team¬ 
mates. 

“I am just a normal bloke and when I got in 
the competition I soon realised how shrewd 
I would have to be to win.” 

Simon has now returned to his job in 
Stevenage and, with the dust settling from 
his 15 minutes of fame on televison, is 
hoping to get back into life as he knows it.

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Burglar acted as 
a lookout during 
theft of bicycles 

A BURGLAR who stole thousands of 
pounds worth of mountain bikes from a 
house in Harlow was told he came close 
to being sent to jail. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard that 
within hours of the theft of the collection 
of specialist bikes from the home of 
owner Andrew Chuchla they appeared for 
sale on an internet auction site. 

Liam Beeson (18), of Copse Hill, Harlow, 
was ordered to pay £1,000 compensation 
and complete 300 hours of community 
service after he admitted his part in the 
break-in on November 13, 2006. 

Beeson, who was said to have acted as a 
lookout for a gang, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of burglary. 

Richard Kelly, prosecuting, told the court 
that Mr Chuchla returned home to 
discover the rear patio doors had been 
demolished and three bikes stolen from 
his lounge. 

Kenneth Carr, representing Beeson, said 
in mitigation the defendant was not 
involved in the planning of the burglary 
and at worst was a lookout who helped 
remove one of the bikes. 

He said that three or four people were 
involved in the theft and added that 
Beeson’s behaviour since the offence had 
been exemplary. 

Passing sentence, recorder Simon Spence 
told Beeson: “This was a sophisticated 
and pre-planned burglary by a number of 
people. These mountain bikes were 
clearly targeted because other expensive 
electrical items were untouched. 
“However, I can’t be sure you were 
concerned or involved in the actual break- 
in or the planning of it. You were on the 
brink of going into custody.” 

A 17-year-old Harlow youth,who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, admitted 
handling stolen goods and was made the 
subject of a 12-month referral order. 


Family distraught as 
blaze destroys home

A FAMILY of five has been left 
homeless after fire ripped through 
their Old Harlow house. 

Alan and Elkie Blake could only watch 
in horror as teams of firefighters battled 
the blaze in Watlington Road on Monday 
morning. 

The fire, which is believed to have started in 
the loft space before spreading to the first 
floor, partially gutted the property. 

Mrs Blake and her young daughter Sofia 
(4), who were in the building when the fire 
started at around 9.15am, escaped after a 
neighbour spotted smoke coming from the 
roof and raised the alarm. 

Five fire engines - one equipped with an 
aerial ladder - arrived on the scene within 
minutes. Firefighters tackled the flames which 
were licking the roof of the detached property 
for more than an hour before the smouldering 
remains were declared safe and salvage work 
could begin. 

A tearful Mrs Blake told the Star: “We are 
absolutely devastated, I just can’t believe this 
has happened to us. Thank God it didn’t hap¬ 
pen at night otherwise we might not have made 
it out alive.” 

Mr Blake added: “The fire crews have been 
absolutely brilliant, as have our neighbours. 
The insurance company are assessing the dam¬ 
age at the moment but it looks as though we 
won’t be able to live there for at least six 
months.” 

Speaking at the scene, assistant divisional 
officer Bill McKenzie said that harsh condi-

tions inside the building had made extinguish¬ 
ing the blaze very difficult. 

“When we arrived this morning there was a 
well-developed fire in the roof space,” he said. 
“It has proved difficult to contain as there is 
only one access hatch to the loft and the con¬ 
ditions inside are extremely harsh and intense. 

“At present we do not know the cause of the 
fire although it appears to have started in the 
loft. A full investigation will follow.”

I 
think everyone has some experience of a life- 
limiting illness and I'm sure those that have 
experienced the care our hospice provides 
would want others to receive that same care in 
what is always a difficult time."

FOR many years St Clare Hospice 
has been providing valuable 
services to the local community, 
helping people with life- 
threatening illnesses and offering 
support to their families. 

But with an ever-increasing demand for 
those services, the Hastingwood hospice 
is now looking to that same community 
for help. And that means all of us. 

The simple fact is it that with just eight beds, 
the hospice does not have enough to care for 
everyone who needs it. A recent report by the 
West Essex Primary Care Trust said St Clare 
should be a 16-20 bed specialist unit. 

“We are extremely disheartened when we hear 
of patients with life-limiting illnesses dying in 
hospital A&E departments or on their own at 
home,” said Richard Cowie, chief executive of 
St Clare. “It is our mission to be a service for 
anyone and everyone who has a life-limiting 
illness within West Essex and East Herts to be 
able to access our service in some way. 

“We will need to extend our hospice centre to 
include more in-patient beds in the next five 
years but this will be too late for many of our 
patients and their families so we need to do 
something to help them now,” said Mr Cowie. 
“We are now providing more outpatient 
appointments than ever before, we have 
appointed a new team of occupational, physio 
and complementary therapists to work with 
people in the community and here in the 
hospice centre and we are providing more free 
equipment to people in their homes, reducing 
the need for them to be admitted to hospital 
or long-term care setting. 

“We also plan to open a new day hospice 
service later in the year which will provide 
more services for both patients and their 
carers or families.” 

But all this costs money - currently £2m a 
year to provide services free of charge to 
patients and their families. Yet St Clare 
receives only 30 per cent of its funding from 
the NHS. “We need the support of our local 
communities to cover this cost and help us be 
there for more family members, neighbours, 
colleagues and friends in the coming years," 
said Mr Cowie.

Pool tragedy of 
dive enthusiast

POOLSIDE staff and paramedics 
battled in vain to save the life of a 
Harlow man who was taken ill 
while swimming. 

Described by his family as “one of the 
fittest people around”, Ian Juniper (68), 
a founder and well-respected member of 
Harlow Sub-Aqua Club, died after suf¬ 
fering a massive heart attack at 
Leventhorpe Pool And Gym, in 
Sawbridgeworth. 

An East Herts Council spokesman said Mr 
Juniper had been swimming lengths in the 
pool at about 2pm last Wednesday when he 
appeared to falter in the water. 

A life guard went into the water to rescue 
him and the duty manager performed CPR to 
bring him around. Paramedics continued to 
try and resuscitate but were unable to save 
him. 

Mr Juniper, of The Maples, Harlow, was a 
semi-retired electronics engineer who had 
worked for Pitney Bowes for more than 20 
years. 

He swam regularly and had used the 
Leventhorpe pool since Harlow Council shut 
the town’s pool last September. 

Mr Juniper’s son Andy said: “He was 
incredibly fit for his age. He swam a few 
miles a week, cycled 30 to 40 miles without 
batting an eyelid and was heavily involved 
with the local diving club. 


“He was always very busy and put 100 per 
cent into all he did which was lots of things. 
There are lots of people who are going to 
miss his time and effort.” 

Mr Juniper was the longest serving mem¬ 
ber of Harlow Sub-Aqua Club. Paying trib¬ 
ute, Bill Hulse said: “He was one of the sen¬ 
ior instructors and had trained a lot of mem¬ 
bers over many years in various diving skills. 

“He was an accomplished diver and was 


an advanced instructor with the British Sub- 
Aqua Club. He is going to be missed.” 

Mr juniper leaves his wife, Beth, to whom 
he was married for 40 years, sons Andy and 
Michael, and three grandchildren. 

The funeral is due to be held at St James’ 
Church, in Staple Tye, Harlow, on Thursday. 

Donations in his memory can be made to 
the Essex Air Ambulance and the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution. 


Lecturers and 
teachers take 
strike action 

SCHOOLS in Harlow look set 
to be affected by planned strike 
action by the National Union of 
Teachers today (Thursday). 
Thousands of schools 
throughout the country are 
expected to be either closed or 
operating only partially during 
the day as a result of the strike 
over pay. The union is unhappy 
with a 2.45 per cent rise and is 
demanding at least 4.1 per cent. 
It is not known how many in 
Harlow will be affected but 
county education chiefs 
produced a list naming scores 
of schools they believe will 
suffer knock-on effects. 
Meanwhile, lecturers at Harlow 
College are also set to join the 
picket line today as union 
members also go on strike over 
pay 

Local members of the 
University and College Union 
voted overwhelmingly in favour 
of the walkout in support of a 
pay claim which seeks to bridge 
the gap between their wages 
and those of schoolteachers. 

The union is demanding a six 
per cent pay increase or an extra 
£1,500 per annum, whichever is 
greater, arguing that further 
education lecturers’ average pay 
is currently about six per cent 
less than that of equivalent 
schoolteachers. 

It remains unclear exactly how 
many lecturers will be on strike, 
although it is understood the 
college will remain open as 
usual.

Heads should roll 
for loss of panto 

SIR, I was appalled to read about the end of 
the local pantomime (Star, April 17). 

It was a local pantomime because it was 
written by local people, produced by local 
people and the cast were local people. Next 
year we are to get a professional production 
using professional cast members and 
presumably the “local content” will be a 
couple of weak jokes about Church Langley 
(sorry if I’ve stolen their punchline!). 

The Harlow pantomime in the past has rated 
amongst the best in the country and I don’t 
just mean in the ranks of amateur 
productions. Take a look at any of the 
reviews in the professional stage magazines. 
Its strength was that it was a traditional 
pantomime where the story mattered, not 
some C-list celebrity desperately trying to 
raise their profile. It was better because there 
was no celebrity. 

The council officers responsible for reducing 
the pantomime to this should be dismissed. 
They have clearly failed the town and not 
performed to an acceptable level. They are 
responsible for losing people who year after 
year showed that they can and responsible 
for hiring people who have now 
demonstrated that they can’t. 

The council also needs to justify its intention 
to take the junior chorus out of school for 


the term time matinees. Silence is not 
acceptable and nor is children missing 
school to make a profit for the production 
company. Again, the ‘old’ pantomime show 
times were built around people’s 
employment which fitted in well with school 
terms. 

The proposed financial arrangement seems 
to demonstrate why the council is in the 
financial state it is. Previous pantomimes 
have been very close to total sell-outs and 
not much additional income was available. 
They had the costs of staging the production 
and no cast costs. Next year, as well as the 
staging costs, a production company is going 
to make a profit (that’s why they are doing 
it) and they are paying a professional cast 
and Harlow Council expect to generate at 
least the same net income. Am I alone in 
thinking something doesn’t add up here? 

Let the council officers put their money 
where their mouth is. Let’s have a 
commitment from the council chief 
executive that seat costs will be the same as 
last year (okay, he can have a retail price 
index increase) and that the director 
responsible for leisure services will be 
dismissed if the net income to the council 
does not exceed last year. 

In fact, he could go as well! If they are 
confident in their plans that commitment 
should not be a problem. I, for one, will 
NOT be helping him keep his job!

Theatre progress 

SIR, I read with interest the piece regarding 
the Victoria Hall Theatre (Star, April 10). 

In view of several inaccuracies and lack of 
background detail, I thought I should write 
to you to ensure that the record is put 
straight. 


Victoria Hall was built in 1888, paid for by 
public subscription and covenanted, I 
understand, for educational and community 
use. From the 1960s forward, it was 
primarily used for Youth Services activities 
following its acquisition by the county 
council. 

In 1995, The Playhouse in the town centre 
closed due to lack of funding and a number 
of arts organisations found themselves 
homeless. At the initiative of an officer of 
the county council’s Youth Service, 
charitable funding was successfully sought 
from a major national company based in 
Harlow. Since this funding was made 
available under company charitable donation 
legislation, the county council officer 
arranged for a registered charity to be 
formed to receive the funds and be 
responsible for developing the project to 
convert Victoria Hall into a community 
theatre and to run it in the future. 

The newly formed charity proceeded to 
raise further funds and over a period of a 
year or so achieved a total of nearly 
£50,000, including the company donation. 
These charitable funds were used to convert 
this run down village hall-type building into 
the theatre that we see today. 

During the period of the alteration works, 
the Victoria Hall Performing Arts 
Association sought to obtain from the 
county council an agreement to provide the 
association with security of tenure. 
Continually such efforts were unsuccessful 
as the responsibility for the property was 
moved from department to department. In 
2005, the association was informed the 
building was surplus to the county council’s 
requirements and it would be placed on the 
open market for sale. 

At that time, as a result of the help of the 
local county councillor, a meeting was held 
with senior representatives of the county 
council and agreement was reached that a 
three-year, short-term lease would be 
granted to enable the association to raise the 
funds to purchase the property under the 
terms of the council’s assisted purchase 
scheme for community organisations. 

It took almost a year to obtain a completion 
of this lease - but without a firm indication 
at that time of the proposed purchase price. 
The best that could be achieved in 
discussion was an indication the figure 
would be in the region of £90,000. During 
this period, the responsibility for the sale 
was transferred to Commercial agents and 
as late as the autumn of 2007 they indicated, 
at last, their expectation was a purchase 
price of £150,000. 

As your readers will see, this is a sorry 
story of inaction by the authority over the 
period 1995-2007, with the delays and 
continued uncertainty causing problems for 
the association in planning for both their 
short and long-term future. Despite this, 
excellent public support has been attracted 
and the venue has become an important part 
of community facilities in the Old Town. 
Now that Harlow Renaissance is developing 
plans for the regeneration of the area and in 
which the county council is one of the 
partners, it is to be hoped that this valuable 
community asset can be retained for use by 
the people of Old Harlow into the future. 

As your article suggests, we continue to 
seek clarity around the prospects for the 
venue and hope to engage in direct dialogue 
with council officers in the very near future 
- rather than via their commercial agents.

Cabbie sueing 
PAH for harm 


A TAXI driver who narrow¬ 
ly avoided death after being 
stabbed in the neck is at the 
centre of a legal battle for 
compensation from Princess 
Alexandra Hospital NHS 
Trust. 

Leslie Dye survived after 
emergency treatment at the 
Harlow hospital but suffered a 
brain haemorrhage which has 
left him disabled and dependent 
on others, according to a writ 
issued at London’s High Court 
and just made publicly available. 

Now, through his daughter Emma 
Dye, he is claiming damages from the 
hospital Trust for his injuries. 

Mr Dye, of the Jacob Centre, 
Neurological Services, Sawbridge- 


worth accuses the Trust of negligence 
over the treatment he received 
between May 3-13, 2003 which he 
claims led to his condition. 

Mr Dye was at work as a taxi driv¬ 
er when he was assaulted and stabbed 
in the neck. He was taken to the acci¬ 
dent and emergency department of 
Princess Alexandra Hospital and 
records show he had a possible bro¬ 
ken nose and cuts to his left ear, head 
and neck. His wounds were stitched 
and he was admitted to hospital. 

Doctors had planned to discharge 
him on May 6 but he was unwell and 
was not discharged until May 13. 
However, he was readmitted on May 
17 with a brain haemorrhage. 

The writ says he should have been 
urgently referred to the neurosurgical 
team when he complained of a 
whooshing sound in his ear, a symp¬ 
tom of a complication caused by the 


stabbing injury. 

A CT scan missed the sign of brain 
haemorrhage but if abnormalities had 
been correctly identified, doctors 
would have investigated the source of 
the bleeding and he would have been 
treated for it, the writ adds. 

However, Mr Dye suffered a heart 
attack and brain haemorrhage, col¬ 
lapsing on May 17, 2003. He is now 
confined to bed or a wheelchair, 
needs help to eat and has only limited 
communication. 

His memory, awareness and alert¬ 
ness are impaired and he depends on 
others around the clock. 

His legal team claims the radiolo¬ 
gist who reported on his CT scan on 
May 8 failed to see the abnormalities 
and that the Trust should have 
ensured a properly qualified radiolo¬ 
gist was on call and instructed to 
report on scan. 


Abused wife 'put herself on streets' 


AN abused woman from 
Harlow faces the prospect 
of living rough after a 
judge ruled she had herself 
to blame for being thrown 
out of a women’s refuge. 

London’s Appeal Court 
ruled Rosemary Richards, 
from Harlow, was “inten¬ 
tionally homeless” after she 
was kicked out of an 
Ipswich refuge. 

Lord Justice Wilson 


ruled on Thursday that 
refuges can be classified as 
accommodation under the 
Housing Act 1996 and that 
when she was evicted due 
to her threatening behav¬ 
iour she became intention¬ 
ally homeless and lost her 
right to council housing. 

The judge, sitting with 
Master of the Rolls Sir 
Anthony Clarke and Lord 
Justice Tuckey, said Ms 


Richards fled from Harlow 
in July 2006 as a result of 
her partner’s violence and 
moved into the Ipswich 
Women's Aid refuge. 

He said she disliked the 
hostel and in November 
2006 was thrown out for 
swearing at and threatening 
a member of staff. 

In the same case, the 
court heard Sharon Moran, 
from Manchester, was 


thrown out of a refuge in 
that city for losing her tem¬ 
per with staff. 

Both the women's legal 
teams had argued a refuge 
could not be described as 
accommodation under the 
Housing Act. 

But Lord Justice Wilson 
upheld the rulings of both 
relevant councils and said 
they could not have reached 
a different conclusion.

Growing up in Colt Hatch 


O UR piece about the history of 
Colt Hatch jogged memories for 
Harlow councillor Simon Carter, 
whose family were the third to move 
in to Upper Park in 1956.

Very 
mysterious! 

“Hitchman's the Dairy used to deliver 
the milk and the milkman would 
leave a gift when he knew of a new 
birth.”

IT’S not often Nostalgia 
steps outside Harlow, but 
this week we head to 
Hastingwood - more 
specifically, to McDonald’s. 
For many readers, certainly 
younger ones, this site just off 
the Mil roundabout will never 
have been anything other than a 
fast food outlet. 

McDonald’s has been there some 
years and, prior to that, the site lay 
derelict. But next time you go in to 
order your Big Mac and fries, take a 
moment to inspect the display of 
photographs on the wall and you 
will learn an interesting little bit of 
history about the Bull And 
Horseshoes public house. 

Back in the 1920s and ’30s, this 
was run by George and Rose 
Walker, and it is thanks to their son 
Bernie, who lived there as a baby, 
that the pub’s history is 
commemorated now. 

Not only is the display there for all 
customers to see, but the new 
building itself has been designed as 
a faithful replica of the old tavern. 
Bernie (76), of Harefield, Harlow, 
said: “The site was derelict for 
some time and I remember going 
down there to have a look. There 
was loads of memorabilia that I 
could have nicked and, looking 
back, I wish I had! 

“Some time later I heard that 


McDonald’s were planning to clear 
the site and build a restaurant. I 
thought it was very sad that a piece 
of the area’s history was going to be 
completely lost, so I found a 
number for McDonald’s in the 
United States and phoned them up. 
“After I explained my connection 
with the place, I found them to be 
very helpful and keen to hear my 
ideas. I was passed on to someone 
in the UK and they were very 
responsive to the things I 
suggested.” 

Among the features of the old 
pubshown in the display is the tea 
room, which Bernie’s father built 
alongside the pub, and the manual 
petrol pump which was fed by a 


huge storage tank in the rear. 

The modern building is easily 
mistaken for a refurbishment of the 
old pub, right down to details such 
as the porch. 

“Back in those days of my youth, 
the Walkers had the pub trade pretty 
much sewn up!” added Bernie. “My 
aunt had the White Horse, at Potter 
Street; my father's stepsister had the 
White Horse, in Old Road; my 
favourite uncle had the Chequers, in 
Commonside Road, and another 
aunt had the White Horse, in High 
Cross. White Horse was obviously a 
popular pub name back then!”

GSK gets drugs 
firm for £362m 

PHARMACEUTICAL giant 
GlaxoSmithKline is set to take 
over a major US drugs firm in a 
deal worth £3 62m, it was 
announced on Tuesday. 

GSK, which has a research and 
development facility in Harlow, 
struck the multi-million pound 
deal with Sirtis Pharmaceuticals 
after offering £11.33 per share 
for the American company. 

The firm hopes the acquisition 
will enhance its drug research 
by establishing it in the field of 
sirtuins - a recently discovered 
class of enzymes believed to be 
involved in the ageing process. 
Sirtris is able to exploit these 
enzymes for the treatment of 
human disease, giving GSK the 
potential to create clinically and 
commercially important 
products. 

GSK research and development 
chairman Moncef Slaoui said: 
“This acquisition continues 
GSK’s strategy of pursuing the 
best new science, externally or 
internally, to bring new 
medicines to patients and value 
to the GSK pipeline.”

Job losses point the 
way to tough times 


FEARS of an impending recession 
are mounting in Harlow after the 
revelations that nearly 300 jobs 
are set to disappear in the town. 

More than 200 staff at travel firm TUI 
will face redundancy in September, 
while cutbacks at United Glass and 
sportswear retailer JJB will see a 
further likely cull of at least 65 jobs. 
And with house prices in the area stagnant 
and mortgage lenders tightening their belts 
and refusing to pass on reductions in 
interest rates to their customers, all the 
indicators seem to point to rocky times 
ahead for the local economy. 

Harlow’s Conservative prospective 
Parliamentary candidate Robert Halfon 
believes the worst is yet to come and argued 
that the Govermnent should ultimately be 
held to account for the financial 
mismanagement of taxpayers’ money. 
“Gordon Brown’s fatal flaw is that he has 
failed to save for a rainy day,” he said. “The 
economy is in a lot of trouble - personal 
debt and national debt has spiralled while 
taxes have simultaneously gone up. 

“He has spent billions and billions of 
pounds of taxpayers’ money, but still the 
economy is losing out and people are 
beginning to realise he has very little to 
show for it. 

“I’m not surprised these job losses have 
come at this time and the fact the 
Government has abolished the lOp tax 
threshold means even more vulnerable 
Harlow families are set to lose out.” 

But according to town centre manager 
Richard Dennery, Harlow is in a much

better position than many to withstand the 
impact of any economic crisis. 

“What you have to remember is that Harlow 
has a fantastic reputation as being a low- 
cost, good-value-for-money shopping area,” 
he said. 

“The places that are really set to suffer are 
those towns with glitzy, exclusive shops and 
a relatively wealthy population. There’s no 
doubt it’s going to be a tough year, but I’m 
confident that Harlow is well-placed both 
demographically and geographically to 
withstand economic pressures.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell echoed Mr 
Dennery’s optimism, although he admitted 
the whole country was facing troubled 
times. 

“I am very disappointed about the recent 
announcements of job losses in Harlow,” he 
said. “It is clear that the country is facing 
difficult economic times which will affect 
all major towns both in the UK and abroad 
this year. 

“However, I do not believe that these job 
losses signify the start of a recession in 
Harlow or the UK, and I do not believe that 
we are headed towards anything like the 
situation under the last Tory government 
when interest rates were regularly over 10 
per cent and we saw unemployment reach 
over three million. 

“Today, unemployment nationally is at its 
lowest level for 30 years and interest rates 
are low and coming down, while the 
strength of the UK economy is probably the 
best in the advanced world.” 


Burial site's dedication 



THE UK’s largest woodland burial 
park is set to open in North Weald 
next month after a special multi¬ 
faith service marked its completion. 
Led by the Bishop of Chelmsford, 
the Rt Rev John Gladwin, the 
service welcomed representatives 
from all faiths and was followed by 
the release of several doves in 
tribute to those already laid to rest 
in the woodland. 

Work on the environmentally 
friendly 52-acre site began last 
summer and now an access road, 
reception centre, gathering hall, 


ceremonial courtyard and 
woodland hall have been created to 
accommodate funeral services and 
memorials. 

From next month, the park will be 
open seven days a week, although 
work will continue to improve the 
biodiversity of the woodland and 
create a haven for wildlife.

Robert Bailey, 
policy adviser 
the

charity Oxfam, said: 
“People in poor countries are being 
driven off their land to make way for 
new plantations. 

“They are working in punishing 
conditions for a pittance. The price 
of food is spiralling rapidly out of 
their reach and rainforests are being 
destroyed.” 

But the Government claims 
research shows biofuels will cut the 
amount of carbon dioxide released 
into the atmosphere by our cars. 
Carbon dioxide is one of the so- 
called "greenhouse gases" which 
are thought to be a major cause of 
climate change.

ELLIOT MINOR 

Elliot Minor (album, Repossession) 

If you believe the script, Elliot Minor are an underground act which 
have quietly infiltrated the mainstream. But if that’s true, then why 
give the impression of being entirely manufactured and controlled 
by suit-wearing, cigar-smoking record company execs? With their 
baby faces and immaculately messy haircuts, it’s clear who the 
target audience is here - teenage girls more interested in ‘fit’ boys 
than good musicianship.

The still eye in a storm of hearts 


SILENT LIGHT 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Carlos Reygadas’ tale of a forbidden love and its 
emotional fallout in a peaceful Mennonite community 
in northern Mexico is a masterfully moving and 
visually gorgeous piece of cinema. 

Opening with a long time-lapse shot of a starry night 
sky dissolving into the mute florid explosion of dawn 
over the rural landscape, it’s a film that demands 
stillness and the fixed gaze of its audience as the 
camera plays the part of unobtrusive witness, simply 
staring unmoving into a scene as small details are 
played out before it. 

As accustomed as we are to MTV-style crash-editing 
and chaotic visuals substituting for substance, Silent 
Light initially takes some adjustment with its 
insistence on a glacial pace creating a sense of the 
simple tranquillity of life in this place. 

Against this canvas, the upheavals caused by farmer 
and family man Johan (Cornelio Wall) and his 
adulterous love for Marianne (Maria Pankratz) are all 
the more disquieting, especially since his turmoil has 
led him to admit everything to his quietly anguished 
wife Esther (Miriam Toews). 

Reygadas’ lingering, slow takes capture all the 
differing subtleties of pain and torment felt by the 
central participants as events progress towards an 
inevitable crisis; he also loves symmetry in his shots, 
and uses it to comment on the relationships - a 
perfect symmetry of two houses for when Johan and 
Marianne are together, a discordant and out-of-skew 
version of it when he’s with Esther. 

It’s just a shame the director didn’t hold his nerve and 
continue passively watching his characters because a 
last act deus ex machina has far too much of a 
supernatural contrivance about it and is ill-suited to 
what has gone before.

MY DEAR KILLER 

(Shameless Screen Entertainment, 18, retail) 

Better known as the director of a string of spaghetti 
westerns such a My Name Is Nobody , Tonino Valerii 
only once ventured into the territory of Italy’s giallo 
thrillers but thankfully emerged with this exception 
example of the genre in 1972. 

When an insurance investigator is bizarrely 
decapitated by a dredger, police inspector Peretti 
(George Hilton) looks into the killing and 
inadvertently sticks his hand in a wasps’ nest when he 
follows it back to an old kidnapping and murder case 
which the dead man was investigating. 

It soon becomes apparent Peretti has something of a 
kiss of death about him - no sooner does he re¬ 
interviewed a witness in the kidnapping than they 
wind up meeting a particularly gruesome end and it 
slowly dawns on him that the criminal in the old case 
is snipping off all the loose ends he uncovers for 
them. 

Too often, gialli are little more than a series of grisly 
set-piece murders, a wildly incoherent plot and an 
unlikely killer generally revealed Scooby Doo-style at 
the climax but My Dear Killer is a cut above, with 
characters more fully rounded than the norm and a 
satisfyingly complex mystery at its heart keeping the 
tension high. 

Of course, it does have its graphic moments but even 
these are largely handled in a restrained manner 



which adds to their overall impact, giving the finished 
film something of the feel of Dario Argento’s early 
work in The Bird With The Crystal Plumage and Cat 
O’ Nine Tails.

DEPARTMENT S: THE COMPLETE 
SERIES 

(Network, PG, retail) 

With all 28 episodes on eight discs, this cracking box 
set is bursting at its flared seams with nostalgic fun 
and camp suavity as louche playboy agent and 
novelist Jason King (the incomparable Peter 
Wyngarde) and his elite team mop up the weird jobs 
regular government agencies can’t crack. 

Wyngarde’s King was the inspiration for the Harry 
Enfield sketch The Playboys , but it’s easy to forget 
there was so much more to him than a heroic porn 
’tache, huge cravats and a taste in fine wines and 
loose women. 

In fact, what surprises is the extent to which he’s 
happy to take a backseat while American action man 
Stewart (Joel Fabiani) and computer wiz Rosemary 
(Annabel Hurst) break the back of many of the cases, 
with King slinking in to make some intuitive leap 
while dispensing dry quips - nobody, but nobody, can 
get quite so much mileage out of the droll response 
“Fancy!” as Wyngarde. 

Most episodes open with a conundrum which 
appears possibly supernatural in some instances 
(such as an aircraft which lands six days after take¬ 
off, although nobody aboard remembers anything 
amiss) and then goes off globe-hopping around the 
world via stock footage. 

With writer Dennis Spooner and producer Monty 
Berman guiding it, Department S was the kind of 
show sadly no longer made, bristling with visual style, 
sharply written with a reliable line in casual wit, 
excitement and, most of all, fun.

SNOOP DOGG’S HOOD OF HORROR 

(DNC Entertainment, 18, retail) 

One of the problems with horror films is that they’re 
often cheap to make and just about everybody thinks 
they can knock one out with little more than a 
concept that wouldn’t fill the back of a stamp, a few 
mates and a bucket of stage blood. 

Rapper Snoop Dogg falls victim to this kind of casual 
contempt for the genre, here serving as executive 
producer and the onscreen link between director 
Stacy Title’s warmed over Tales From The Crypt- style 
anthology. 

It opens promisingly enough with an anime-style 
sequence relating how Dogg got to be a hound of hell 
before moving into the first story of a graffiti artist 
who gets a make-over from bad medicine man Danny 
Trejo and discovers her tags can kill, but after some 
very splashy and silly deaths the pace slows 
dramatically for the story of a bunch of war veterans 
taking revenge on their vile landlord and, finally, a 
rapper paying the price for his ill-gotten fame. 

Too much wooden acting, too many in-jokes and 
cringe-worthy last rap from Mr Dogg really don’t help.

I AM LEGEND 

(Warner Home Video, 15, retail & rental) 

The casting of Will Smith as the lead in this third 
adaptation of Richard Matheson’s classic novel 
reinventing and exploring the vampire myth was a fair 
indication it was never likely to be faithful, but after 
enjoying the look of a New York abandoned to nature 
and its sole remaining human inhabitant, the film is 
content to pile on a lot of unconvincing CG ‘infected’ 
and a truly horrible optimistic ending. 

A shame, really, because Smith is a very likeable 
screen presence and could have been great in a 
faithful, down-the-line adaptation.

Boasting two 
drummers - both used to startling effect - the multi¬ 
instrumentalist six-piece shapeshift their way through 
11 tracks of chaotic, cerebral and frequently majestic 


post-rock, all sinister piano stabs, subtle ska rhythms 
and rumbling, psychedelic guitar spirals. From the 
opening headrush of Kid On My Shoulders to the 
burlesque atmospherics of the title track, the frenetic 
pace and dangerously addictive melodies never let up . 
This minor masterpiece will fit snugly in between your 
favourite Spoon and Walkmen releases. 

FREE TO STAY 

Smoosh (album, Barsuk) 

It’s taken two long years since its American release for 
the second album from the teen sibling prodigies to 
reach this side of the Pond, but was it worth the wait? 
Well, it’s more of the same cutesy indie-pop the sisters 
peddled on their debut, which is nice enough for 
young teens taking tentative steps into adolescence but 
a little too naiVe for anyone over 17. However, 
concentrating on the album’s shortcomings would be 
like kicking a sick puppy; this is nevertheless good for 
what it is - especially considering the duo’s youth - 
and musically it remains impressively taut and 
technically accomplished throughout.

AS the weather warms up, gardeners will be setting their lawnmower 
blades high to give their grass the first cut of the season. But if your 
mower is past its best, what is the best new option? 

There are many mowers on the market, but do you need a rotary or a 
cylinder, an electric or a petrol? There are even robotic types on the 
market which claim to do the job for you! 

Electric mowers are fine if you have a mains electric socket handy 
and enough cable needed to cover the ground. They also tend to be 
cheaper and are easy to use. The disadvantage is that the trailing 
cable can be a nuisance as you must be careful not to run over it. 

Make sure you use a Residual Current Device, so that the current is '■ 
switched off automatically if there is a fault or an accident. 

You may be better off with a petrol motor if you want the freedom to i 
cover a lot of ground, although they are heavier. But this means that 
the roller (if you have one) will produce stripes on the lawn. 

Cylinder mowers have a series of moving blades fixed around a 
cylinder, passing over a fixed bottom blade, to create a scissor-like 
cut. Efficiency is determined by the number of blades on the cylinder 
and how fast they rotate. Cylinder mowers tend to give the cleanest 
cuts and are ideal for maintaining top quality lawns but are generally 
unsuitable for long, coarse or wiry grass. 

They are quiet so you won't annoy the neighbours and will keep you 
fit while pulling and pushing the machine over a small lawn. 

With rotary mowers, a blade or blades rotate horizontally, supported 
either by wheels or, in the case of hover mowers, by riding on a 
b cushion of air. 

Rotary mowers are more suitable for longer, rougher grass areas and 
slopes. They are not designed for straight-line mowing and won't 
stripe your lawn. 

Go for a mower with a grass collection box, as leaving clippings on 
the lawn is messy, they are often trodden into the house and clumps 
of clippings left on the lawn cut off light and air.

“They have been magnificent 
this season and we could still 
hear them at Wimbledon.” 

Kirby admitted he had been 
worried for the last two months 
about Harlow’s ability to beat the 
drop but had become more con¬ 
fident since their 2-1 win over 
Boreham Wood last month. 

“Two months ago I was having 
a few sleepless nights with the 
injuries but I have been confi¬ 
dent since the win against 
Boreham Wood and the players 
have responded in a massive 
way,” he said.
